The summer session of the Wiscon- 


sin State Cranberry Growers' Associa- 
tion was held at the Gaynor marsh 
in the town of Oranmoor ou Tuesday 
pursuant to the call Issued by Secre- 
tary J. W. Fitch. 


Members of the Association and 


their guests to the number of two 
hundred were present, and the meet- 
ing was a pronounced success botli 
from a social and instructive view- 
point. 


Those of the guests who arrived 


earlier in the day, spent the morning 


over the experimental 
the marches 
in

vicinity. 
The different bogs are well 


loaded witli fruit and the indications 
are that there will be a fine crop of 
berries this year. 


Dinner was sarved at noon by the 


ladies, and this part of the entertain- 
ment was fully up to that of. former 
years, which is saying a good deal in 
favor of it. 


After dinner the meeting of the 


Wisconsin State Cranberry Growers' 
Association was called to order and 
the business of the Association was 
proceeded with. 
Among the speakers 


present was a Mr. Downing from 
Madison, who came in place of J. Q. 
Emery, who had expected to be pres- 
ent but was unable to attend 
Mr. 


Downing spoke on the subject of cor- 
rect ug.lt of weights and measures. 
Tills subject was taken up for the 
reason that altho there has been a 
standard of size for the cranberry 
barrel, some of the 
growers have 


been skimping the measure a trifle 
by using a barrel just a little bit 
smaller than the standard. The Wis- 
consin standard cranberry barrel has 
an indside measurement of 20^ inches 
with a 1G)<C inch head and a bilge 
measurement of 58^ inches, and any 
grower using a smaller barrel than 
| this is not complying with the law. 


"Pat the Ditcher" read a poem of 


his own composition which told of 
the troubles of the cranberry grower, 
and was full of witticisms and Immor 
that provoked considerable laughter.

Too Much Red Tape. 


A trip about the city to the place 


where houses are not very thick will 
reveal the fact that many vacant lots 
about town are overrun with noxious 
weeds,.

Mr. 


Downing spoke on the subject of cor- 
rect unit of weights and measures. 
This subject was taken up for the 
reason that altho there has been a 
standard of size for the cranberry 
barrel, some of the 
growers have 


been skimping the measure a trifle 
by using a barrel just a li tie bit 
smaller than the standard. The WIB- 
oonsin standard cranberry barrel has 
an indside measurement of 2o« inches 
with a Vt>y- inch, head and a bilge 
measurement of 58^ inches, and any 
grower using a smaller barrel than 
this is not complying with the law. 


"Pat the Ditcher" read a poem of 


his own composition whioh told of 
the troubles of the cranberry grower, 
and was full of witticisms and humor 
that provoked considerable laughter.

We would humbly suggest that the 


weed commissioner be armed with an 
old fashioned scythe and be turned

• Chicago, Aug. 6.—Theodore 'Roose- 
velt today addressed the convention 
of the National 
Progressive 
party, 


sounding the keynote for his followers 
and laying down the plan of battle to 
be waged by the new party. Ho dis- 
cussed the principles of that party 
under these twelve subdivisions: The 
Helplessness of the Old Parties; The 
Right of tho People to Rule; The 
Courts and the People; Construe[Ivo 
Conlrol of the Trusts; Rights of the 
Wage-Worker; The Farmer; Tho Tar- 
iff; The High Cost of Living; Cur- 
rency; Conservation; Alaska an I in- 
ternational Affairs, 


"Tho tv.o old parties," he said, "are 


husks, with no real soul within eithpr, 
divided on artificial lines, boss ridden 
and privilege controlled, each a jum- 
ble of Incongruous elements, and neith- 
er daring to speiik out wisely and fear- 
lessly what should be said on tlio vital 
Issues ot tho day." As opposed to 
this Incongruity and 
Insimcrlty 
of 


action ho asserted that the National 
Progressive platform will bo "a con 
tract with tho people." with definite 
and concrete provision to bo carried 
out If the people ratify tho contract 
on election day as exactly and honest- 
ly "as If It were actually enforceable 
under the law."

•to do by securing more direct control 
of tho governmental agents and rep- 
resentatives of the people is to give 
the people the chance to make thoir 
representatives really represent them 
whenever the

misrepresentatlve Instead of represen 
tatlve 
I have not come to this way 


of thinking from closet study or as 
mere matter of theory. I havo been 
forced to It by a long experience with 
the actual conditions of our politica 
life." 


The Courts and the Peoole. 


Under this 
head 
Sir. 
Roosevelt 


strongly emphasized the necessity of 
the sovereign people 
preserving 
a 


check on every branch ot public serv- 
ice. 
He reiterates his now well-known 


views regarding 
the 
courts. "The 


American people, and not the courts, 
are to determine their own fundamen- 
tal policies." This does not mean that 
the people are to interfere In cases 
which Involve merely questions of jus- 
tice between Individuals except that 
"means should be devised for making 
It easier than at present to get rid of 
an incompetent judge." But when a 
judicial decision involves an interpre- 
tation of what the people mean by the 
constitutions which they have framed 
and laws passed by the people are 
nullified because the courts say those 
laws are contrary to the people's will 
as expressed ia their 
constitution 


there must be a "reference to the peo- 
ple of the public effect of such decis 
Ions under forms securing full dellb 
eratlon," to the end that the 
people 


may rectify this alleged defect In their 
constitution by a popular vote having 
all the force of a constitutional amend 
jnent. "Our purpose is not to impugn 
the courts, but to emancipate them 
from a position whenever they slant 
finally in tho way.of 
social justice 


Commission should be created which 
should have complete power to regu- 
ato anil control all the great Indus- 
ilal concerns engaged in Interstate 
business—which practically means all 
of them in tills country.

Justice to Wage-Workers. 


Mr. Roosevelt presented 
an 
ad- 


vanced and comprehensive plan to in 
sure the rights and better conditions 
jr labor. He proposed several specific 
methods for preserving and Improv 
.ng "our human resources, and there- 
:ore our labor power." Wage scales 
and other labor data should be made 
public; all deaths, injuries, and dis- 
eases due 
to 
industrial operation 


should be reported to the authorities; 
wage commissions should be estab- 
lished In the nation and state to de- 
termine the minimum wage scale in 
different industries; the federal gov- 
ernment should investigate all Indus- 
tries with a view 
to 
establishing 


standards of sanitation and safety; 
there should be mine and factory in- 
spection according to standards fixed 
by inter-stato agreement or by the 
federal 
government; 
national 
and 


state 
legislation 
should 
establish 


a protective tariff, but I believe in it 
as a principle approached 
from a 


standpoint of the interests 
of 
the 


whole people, and not as a bundle of 
preferences to be given favorite Indi- 
viduals. It is not merely the tariff that 
should be revised, but the method of 
tariff-making and of tariff administra- 
tion." "The first steps should be the 
creation of a permanent commission 
of 
non-partisan 
experts" of "ample 


powers" to secure "exact and reliable 
information." This commission must 
scientifically determine "the difference 
In the cost of production here and 
abroad," the effect on "prices to the 
consumer," insure full justice to the 
pay envelope of the wage-earner. The 
commission must not attempt to en- 
croach on the tariff-making power of 
congress. It shall report with full pub- 
licity and promptly. The tariff shall 
be revised schedule by schedule to 
avoid the "staggering blows to birsl- 
ness" incident to former general re-, 
visions.

New Plan In Sixty Days. 


State insurance under the provi- 


sions of the act 
of the 1911 legis- 


lature pursuant thereto 
will be an 


accomplished fact inside of sixty days, 
according to Deputy Insurance Com- 
missioner George B. Beedle. Premium 
rotes for straight life, annuity and 
endowment policies have been pre- 
pared by the Insurance department 
and will be made public, as soon as 
the policy forms have been completed. 
Insurance Commissioner Herman L. 
Ekern is working on the forms of tho 
policies to be Issued and expects to 
have them completed within thirty 
days. 


Hundreds of letters have been re- 


ceived by the insurance department 
making inquiry as to the plans under 
which It Is proposed to Issue state 
insurance. Many of the letters have 
made special Inquiry regarding the 
annuity policies which Commissioner 
Ekern thinks will be one of the most 
popular features of the new law. Pol- 
icies ot $1,000 will be issued by the 
stale until 1,000 applicants have been 
insured. When more Hian 1,000-and 
less than 2,000 persons have made ap- 
plication the policy limit will be raised 
to $2,000 and the maximum limit of 
$3,000 will be reached when 2,000 or 
more applications have been 
acted 


upon favorably. 


While the premium rates will be 


slightly lower than those now enforced 
by the old line companies, the insur- 
ance department does not anticipate 
any reduction in the volume of busi- 
ness transacted by companies now do- 
ing business In Wisconsin.

While competition cannot be create' 
by statutory enactment, It can in larg 
measure be revived by changing th 
laws anc'. forbidding the practices tha 
killed It, and by enacting laws

will give It heart and occasion again. 
We can arrest' and prevent monopoly. 
It has assumed new shapes and adopt- 
ed new processes in our

MAKE USE OF CHEAPER DYES 


Aniline Preparations, to a ;i_arge Ex- 


tent, Are Being Employed to 


Color Turkish Rugs. 


"Within the past two years .vege- 


table dyes, generally of local manu- 
facture, have been superseded to a 
great extent by the introduction Into 
Turkey of coal tar and aniline prepa- 
rations," write Consul Masterson of 
Harput, Turkey. "In the old days the 
art of preparing vegetable dyes and 
ot dyeing was. followed by many 
people of this country, the secrets of 
the trade being handed down for gen- 
erations. Those engaged In this trade 
occupied an enviable position in the 
villages and lived far better than the 
mechanics and' tradespeople of 
the 


place. In those times every rug weav- 
ing establishment had a dyer perma- 
nently employed whose only work was 
the .preparation of the different col- 
ored wools. Indigo, then formed a 
considerable Item of Import from In 
dia, for this color was the base of 
many of .the different shades of blues. 


and nearly every shopkeeper in the 
market kept, as staples, some of the, 
commoner vegetable coloring prepara- 
tions. 


"Fortunately, however, the .aniline 


dyes can be detected with cornpara-' 
tlve ease. The colors 'are always 
bright and very pronounced and gen- 
erally, on the application of a little 
moisture on a rag, will rub off; o'r, 
if a rug be placed In the sunlight for 
a few days the colors will fade quite 
decidedly. On the contrary, vegetable 
coloring 
is generally not 'so pro- 


nounced in tone, will not fade either 
in washing or In sunlight, and will 
grow softer, richer and glossier with 
the passing years. • 


"About the only reason for this 


substitution is the cheapness ot ani- 
line colorings in comparison with the 
time and labor spent in procuring the 
vegetable dyes. Hunting for some ot 
''the roots and herbs, boiling and blend- 
ing, all take time and labor and add 
to the expense ot the vegetable dyes."
